Here is a preliminary version of the 
unfolding yam: 
The three youths, two 15 and the third 
16 years of age, stole a car in San Jose. A 
few hours and a few hundred miles later, 
the youths wrecked the car on Harris 
Grade, north of Lompoc. Witnesses 
called the CHP when they found the car 
upside down in the middle of the 
roadway. The youths fled the wreck, ap­ 
parently uninjured. 
Thai the plot began to thicken. 
Batty 
called the sheriff to report 
someone drover over some trees in his 
yard at 255 Burton Mesa Blvd. 
Two things happened after that, and 
the precise order is still being pieced 
together. 
While investigating the damaged 
trees, sheriff’s deputies were informed 
that a 1971 Dodge pickup truck, owned 
by Ralph Griffin of 146 Inverness Ave., 
Vandenberg Village, had been stolen and 
abandoned, apparently near the 
damaged trees. Sheriff’s Lt. Dennis 
Higgins said the youths, if they were the 
culprits, thought the vehicle was out of 
gas, when in reality they didn’t know 
how to switch the engine over to a spare 
gas tank. 
While all this investigation was going 
on, CHP officers were down the street 
taking a stolen car report from Jeff 
Owens of 3986 Mesa C ircle D r., 
Vandenberg Village. Owens’ 1973 Datsun 
had disappeared. 
Meanwhile David • Perry of 267-A 
Burton Mesa Blvd., also in the Village, 
. came out to go to work and found the ig­ 
nition of his 1973 Capri damaged, ap­ 
parently by someone who tried to 
hotwire the vehicle. 
A few hours later, the finale in On­ 
tario: three youths in custody And 
Owens’ car in tow. 
Authorities are speculating that the 
youths, who left San Jose in the stolen 
car are responsible for all the Lompoc 
Valley incidents.

In wide-ranging 'final' forum : 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - Senate 
Republicans have abandoned a last- 
minute effort to guarantee President 
Ford a share of California’s huge bloc of 
GOP convention delegates. 
Following a GOP Senate caucus 
Wednesday, Republican leader George 
Deukm ejian of Long Beach said 
Republicans w ill not pursue a proposal to 
eliminate the Republican winner-take-all 
presidential primary and allow delegates 
in the June 8 balloting to be divided 
proportionately. 
An amendment, sponsored by Presi­ 
dent Ford’s backers, was quietly ap­ 
proved Tuesday by the Senate Elections 
and Reapportionment Committee to 
make the lith hour change in the dis­ 


tribution of California’s largest-in-the- 
nation bloc of 167 delegates. 
Former Gov. Ronald Reagan, who is 
shown leading Ford in public opinion 
polls, has said he is counting on a win in 
his homestate. He told reporters after 
the caucus decision that some Senate 
Republicans apparently “ had felt the 
heat” and decided against trying to 
change the GOP primary rules. 
Deukmejian said that Sen. Robert 
Stevens, R-Los Angeles, sponsor of the 
amendment, “ assured the caucus that 
the request did not come from the Ford 
campaign. It was his own request.”

Two civil lawsuits 
charge J-M with 
fraud, conspiracy

Oakland attorney Steven Kazan 
recently said he will file a 1200 million 
lawsuit against Johns-Manvilie, charg­ 
ing the Lompoc plant with “ fraud, deceit 
and civil conspiracy.” He, however, will 
not be the first lawyer to make these ac­ 
cusations. 
Two civil lawsuits charging J-M with 
fraud and conspiracy to commit fraud 
have already been filed in Superior Court 
in Santa Maria. 
On March 26, Santa Maria lawyer 
William Herreras filed “ potentially a 
million dollar” complaint against J-M on 
behalf of Wesley E. Marrs, a pipe fitter 
who along with others was hired to come 
in and do contract work at J-M for three 
months last year. 
Marrs shortly thereafter developed 
bronchitis and emphysema, said 
Herreras. 
The suit, which asks for general and 
exemplary damages in excess of 85,000, 
charges the Lompoc plant with “ per­ 
sonal injuries; recklessness; 
(and) 
fraud.” 
The complaint reads that J-M is guilty 
of “ wanton, reckless, and willful mis­ 
conduct” by permitting “ the pollution of 
the environment in Lompoc and adjacent 
areas, including places of employment 
on the plant, with health hazardous dust 
and fumes” when the company "was 
required to provide ...a ‘safe place’ to 
work.” 
The suit adds that J-M “ had been 
repeatedly warned by numerous persons, 
labor unions, public agencies, including 
health agencies that (the) dust and 
fumes were extremely hazardous to the 
health and safety of workmen.” 
J-M processes asbestos and mines and 
processes diatomaceous earth, both 
known as materials hazardous to human 
health. 
Herreras commented yesterday, “ Ap­ 
parently, they were never warned they 
were working around dangerous 
materials and were never provided with 
a respirator and this fellow (Marrs) 
developed a very serious lung problem ’’ 


The attorney was unaware whether 
others working with Marrs contracted 
disease and are suing J-M. 
In 1973, a $400,000 suit was filed by an 
attorney representing Czar Terry, a 
former J-M employe. It charges J-M, 
Mine Safety Appliances Company and 
several unnamed defendants with “ con­ 
spiracy to commit fraud, fraud, con­ 
spiracy to commit battery, battery, 
negligent misrepresentation, medical 
malpractice, and products liability.” 
Terry’s suit, like the suit of Marrs, 
charges J-M w ith “ fa lse ly and 
fraudulently” representing the plant as a 
safe place to work, but it also maintains 
that J-M and its plant doctor conspired 
not to tell Terry he was suffering “ from 
disorders of the lungs as a result of his 
employment.” 
Mine Safety Appliances Company is 
charged with manufacturing defective 
resp irators and that one of its 
respirators failed to prevent Terry from 
breathing asbestos into his lungs. 
Although Terry’s suit is three years 
old, it has not been brought to trial yet. 
Kazan, who said publicly that he will 
file a $200 million suit against J-M on 
behalf of 20 Lompoc clients, was in town 
last week ami reportedly interviewed 30 
more potential clients. 
The clients are retired J-M workers 
and survivors of workers. 
They claim that J-M conspired not to 
tell workers that asbestos was a 
dangerous material and that one-time 
company physician Dr. Milton Duncan 
intentially failed to inform workers when 
they had developed lung diseases from 
handling asbestos and diatomaceous 
earth. 
They also contend that J-M conspired 
not to tell employes that they were eligi­ 
ble to file workmen’s compensation 
cases because of their industrial-related 
illnesses. 
Kazan now reports that he will file 
about 30 workmen’s compensation cases 
in Santa Barbara against J-M next month 
and file the civil lawsuit after that, ask­ 
ing for $10 million in punitive damages 
per plaintiff 


Supervisor contenders disclose priorities

The five candidates for supervisor 
from the fourth district once again faced 
the public last night in a forum spon­ 
sored by the Lompoc-Vandenberg 
Chapter of the American Association of 
University Women in the multi-purpose 
room of the Lompoc Library. 
In what was billed as perhaps the final 
public forum in the area prior to the June 
8 primary election, the candidates 
fielded a series of questions ranging 
from priority problems of the district to 
collective bargaining for county 
employes. 
Planning and growth opinions 
highlighted a portion of the session 
prompted by the question of whether the 
county’s comprehensive plan supported 
growth. Robert Hedlund believed that 
the plan was the “ best data source we 
have” but that he would urge modifica­ 
tion “ if it is not functional to the people 
concerned.” Robert C. Lilley said that 
the plan was mandated by the state but 
that when “ compelling reasons” came 
forth, it should be changed but, more im­ 
portantly, It should be updated at regular 
intervals Art Scott said that at times 
wishes and concerns of the people are 
not reflected in the plan but he supported 
action to “ have the ability to adjust.” 
Alberta Morgan said the plan could not 
support growth unless we accept the 
“ Petaluma decision,” a recent court rul­ 
ing supporting growth regulation. Phyllis 
White opined that a large population 
growth or decrease would modify the 
plan. 
Lilley came out strongly in support of 
pursuing the California Water Project as 


the answer to supplemental water 
programs. “ There has been a too-long 
delay,” he declared. Scott criticized the 
lack of decision on water problems and 
said leadership is needed to take im­ 
mediate actions. Morgan supported the 
State Water Project importation while 
White favored preserving water im­ 
mediately and then determining the 
needs as to quality and quantity and let­ 
ting the people decide. Hedlund said that 
“ nobody knows the needs or costs” of 
water augmentation and urged a full 
county study before decision. 
On collective bargaining with county 
employes, Scott said he believes in it but 
that the county has to be concerned 
about county employe strikes if good 
faith bargaining does not occur. Morgan 
said that she once was on a 116-day strike 
and “ thought it was worth it.” White 
favored keeping lines of communication 
open with employes to avoid such con­ 
frontation and dreaded the thought of 
public safety employes striking. Hedlund 
said that threats of strikes by county 
employes are legitimate if good faith 
bargaining breaks down. He strongly 


urged binding arbitration as a method of 
solving stalemates. Lilley said that the 
right to strike by county employes is 
prohibited by law. 


On recreational needs of the fourth dis­ 
trict, White favored learning needs 
through study, which group is hardest 
pressed for facilities and what would 
serve the most people. Hedlund said that 
fourth district facilities are not equitable 
with other county parks. Lilley strongly 
favored, along with Scott, the primary 
need of overnight camping sites while 
Morgan commented that the county 
wants to buy more park facilities but 
can’t take care of what it now has. 


As to what revenue measures the can­ 
didates would support to solve problem 
of higher taxes, Lilley said he knew of 
none except better efficiency from 
government. Scott urged better methods 
of economic development and economic 
stability of government. Morgan sup­ 
ported the establishm ent of the 
Liquefied Natural Gas plant along the 
coast as one measure of securing 
revalue and employment. White urged 
Tax cut extension voted 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
Finance Committee today voted to ex­ 
tend all individual tax cuts into next 
year, preventing an increase in 
withholding rates at the end of June 
The tax cut extension was one of the 
last items in a major tax revision bill, 
expected to go to the Senate floor during 
the week of June 7. 
The House already has passed a dif­ 
ferent revision bill, and the Senate ver­ 


sion apparently faces a tough conference 
to reconcile differences 
To prevent the total revenue impact of 
the bill from exceeding limits set for the 
Senate Budget Committee, the major 
item in the tax cut — the tax credit of 
either $35 per dependent or 2 per cent of 
the first $9,000 of income - was ex­ 
tended only through July 1,1977. But it is 
assumed that Congress will extend the 
credit next year. 


the elimination of “ old programs” and 
government red tape and favored reduc­ 
tion of services. Hedlund urged economy 
in government and renegotiation of pre­ 
sent county contracts with other govern­ 
ment agencies. 
Answering the question of how to get 
more responsible government, Scott 
simply stated: “ Elect a good super­ 
visor.” Morgan said that elected of­ 
ficials should make themselves more 
available and favored periodical surveys 
of constituency. White supported the es­ 
tablishment of Town Hall forums, as did 
Hedlund. Lilley suggested the establish­ 
ment of a toll-free telephone number to 
county government for the constituency 
and the rotation of supervisor meetings 
in the north and south county. 
The three most important duties of a 
county supervisor were answered 
thusly 
Morgan: doing homework, letting peo­ 
ple know properly in advance of major 
issues and personally getting out into the 
community to learn the desires of the 
constituency. 
White: overseeing the business of the 
county, supervision of the county budget 
and representing the people. 
Hedlund: representing the con­ 
stituency, legislating, administration, 
hearing the appeals and doing indepen­ 
dent research. 
Lilley: supervising the government, 
listening and posing problems to county 
staff and providing solutions to the 
problems. 
Scott: understanding the problems of 
people, making their interests a reality 
and demanding of government solutions 
to people problems.

A major shift in property 
taxes as has been supported by 
a number of taxpayer groups 
could possibly spH) the end for 
Santa Barbara County’s highly- 
touted agricultural preserve 
program, the County Planning 
Com mission was inform ed 
Wednesday. 
Walter V. Alves, chief ap­ 
praiser for the county asses 
sor's office, and chairman of 
th e 
C ounty 
A g ric u ltu ra l 
Preserve Advisory Committee, 
made the statem ent, during a 
discussion of uses in the 
agricultural preserve and at­ 
tendant tax effects. 
Alves said he was referring to 
the proposed shift calling for 
e x c lu s io n 
of 
ta x e s 
to 
homeowners for the funding of 
services other than those 
related to property service. He 
did not indicate he was against 
such a shift, but merely pointed 
out what he felt would be a 
major effect of it. 
He explained that should such 
a shift be carried out, ranchers 
and fa rm e rs now in th e 
program — as well as others 
applying — probably would feel 
there was little tax advantage 
left in the program for them. 
A lves said the co u n ty ’s 
agricultural preserve program 


was of such a high caliber that 
“ I think we can pat ourselves 
on the back as we are held up as 
having one of the outstanding 
programs in fhe state ” 
Since 1997 w’<en the county 
entered its lai d conservation 
program, he said, more than 
470,000 acres have been put into 
preserves, 
thereby keeping 
open space areas intact and 
holding urbanization of country 
areas at bay. 
Alves said he also wished to 
discuss horse ranches as “they 
appear to be of concern to some 
of you.” 
He explained that “ horse 
ranching per se is not a com­ 
patible use (with agricultural 
p reserv es), but ra th e r an 
agricultural use," and thus is 
allowable. 
There are horse ranches in 
the p ro g ram , he show ed, 
because on the ranches there 
are other agricultural uses. 
Alves declared the advisory 
committee's feeling “ in the 
past has been to allow low in­ 
tensity, incidental uses which 
do not impair the openness 
aspect of agriculture," but ad­ 
ded that “ other com patible 
uses have been requested over 
the years and I’m sure more 
will be requested .”

The vote was 7-1 for denial, 
with com m ission chairm an 
Harwood White Jr., voting 
against the motion. But White 
said he also was against the 
project, but felt the adverse 
findings should hive included 
density and General Plan con­ 
siderations. He showed that the 
General Plan designates the 
area for open space and 
agricultural. 
Commissioner Boyd Betten­ 
court of Santa Ynez Valley 
pointed to the petition of 73 area 
residents opposing the develop­ 
m ent as being su fficien t 
grounds for him to vote against 
it. These included Mrs. Virgil 
Cam pbell, wife of form er 
County Supervisor “Humpy” 
Campbell, and Bob Campbell, 
the ex-supervisor’s grandson. 
Bettencourt said he couldn’t 
go along with reasons listed by 
staff in recommending denial of 
the project. These included a 
finding the site was “ not 
physically suited” for such a 
project and unsuitable for the 
density sought. 
The Santa Ynez com m is­ 
sioner said he felt “there could 
be a good a rg u m e n t fo r 
ranchettes” in the area and 
could be “ swayed either way” 
on the basis of testimony, ex­ 
cept that the neighborhood op­ 
position was the primary fac­ 
tor. 
White thought the project was 
" n o t 
c o n s i s te n t 
w ith 
agriculture.” 
Arguing for the project were 
L es L ew is, who sa id he 
"represented the developer," 
and Ronald Kretzinger, another 
representative of Campbell As­ 
s o c ia te s , who is in th e 
"Christmas tree business" on a 
19-acre plot in the area 
Lewis claimed a community 
already exists in the area and 16 
more homesites wouldn’t im­ 
pact the area to any substantial 
extent either through tax bills, 
school or water services. A 
backup well was planned, he 
said, along with a reservoir. 
T he su b d iv isio n site is 
"nestled among agricultural 
preserves” and wouldn’t be ex­ 
panding, proponents contended. 
Deputy County Counsel Susan 
Treadler said she felt the com­ 
mission had to make findings 
against the project other than 
merely neighborhood opposi­ 
tion. 
“There is plenty of evidence 
this project doesn’t fit the 
area," stated Dr. Duncan. “ We 
know 
th e 
w a te r 
is 
questionable." 
Lewis claimed the Fourth 
District General Plan Advisory 
C o m m itte e 
fo u n d 
th a t 
“ ranchettes such as these on 
th is kind of p ro p e rty is 
desirable.” 
He said the school bus ” now 
runs half full" serving the area 
and pointed out the County En­ 
vironm ental Quality Office 
didn’t find any substantial 
adverse environm ental im ­ 
pacts. 
The land is now leased for 
dryland farming.

$4 million settlement ok'd in crash 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — A damage settlement totaling more 
than $4 million was reached Wednesday in the trial to assess 
liability in the 1972 crash of a sabrejet into an ice cream parlour 
which killed 22 persons and injured 28. 
The settlement ended the seven-month-old trial of lawsuits filed 
by the crash survivors and families of those killed, who originally 
sought $25 million in damages. 
The tragedy occurred during an air show at Sacramento Ex­ 
ecutive Airport Sept. 24, 1972 when a Korean War-vintage plane 
barreled off a runway, across a busy boulevard and into a packed 
Farrell’s Ice Cream Parlour where the plane exploded. The pilot, 
Richard Bingham, 41, Woodland, survived the crash. 


$15 billion housing aid passes House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The poor and the elderly would get 
housing assistance under terms of a $15 billion bill approved by the 
House. 
The bill, authorizing a four-year program, was passed 332 to 27 
Wednesday after members stripped it of several provisions the ad­ 
ministration opposed and which Republicans said would lead to a 
presidential veto. 
It now goes to a House-Senate conference committee to iron out 
differences with a Senate version, which contains provisions the 
administration doesn’t like.

Chairman John Flynt of the House Ethics Committee, 
meanwhile, said today his panel will meet next Wednesday to 
decide whether to investigate charges that the 65-year-old Ohio 
Democrat put Miss Ray, 33, on the federal payroll to act only as his 
mistress. 
On the House floor today, one lawmaker called on Hays to 
resign. Another hotly defended congressional honor. 


FTC proposes 'lemon-' refund formula 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal Trade Commission today 
proposed a formula under which consumers could get their money 
back for some defective products which are under warranty. 
Under the formula the amount of the refund would depend on 
how much use the consumer got out of the product before it went 
bad. The longer the product was used, the less the refund. 


Limited tax return access proposed 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate Finance Committee wants 
to limit access to individual tax returns by the White House, the 
Justice Department, local governments and other agencies. 
On Wednesday it approved the new limits which have been 
sought for years on access to tax returns. 
An extension of current individual tax cuts — which expires June 
30 — was expected to be the last item of business late today as the 
committee worked to complete its major tax revision bill. 
The committee was expected to approve a simple tax cut exten­ 
sion for a year or more, leaving everyone’s withholding rate the 
same as now. 


Kissinger comes home on birthday 


LONDON (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger flew 
home from an eight-day European mission today, smiling cheerful­ 
ly because the trip had been a success and because it was his 53rd 
birthday. 
The secretary’s Air Force plane left London for Washington at 
2:45 p.m. (6:45 a.m. PDT). 
Kissinger was cheered by his European mission, feeling it was 
even more successful than he had hoped. 
Kissinger took a hitchhiker aboard his plane — Mrs. Anne 
Armstrong, the U.S. ambassador to Britain, who was returning to 
the United States for a short vacation.

Nuclear vote hit 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Federal Energy Administra­ 
tor Frank Zarb says passage of 
the California nuclear power 
plants initiative June 8 would be 
detrimental to the nation 
Commenting 
Wednesday 
before a speech to Sacramento 
businessmen, zarb said as 
many as 17 coal power plants 
would be needed to make up the 
potential power output from 
California nuclear reactors if 
the measure were approved by 
voters. 
“ Moves like that (approval of 
the initiative) would not be in 
the best interests of the 
nation,” Zarb said 
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SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
— Twenty-eight utility compa­ 
nies in other states, from Duke 
Power Co. in North Carolina to 
Consolidated Edison in New 
York, are pitching cash into the 
campaign against the June 8 
California nuclear power plants 
ballot initiative. 
Out-of-state campaign contri­ 
butions from utilities, ranging 
up to $20,000 from Rocky Moun­ 
tain Energy Co. in Denver, 
have helped build a $1.4 million 
war chest — more than double 
what supporters have collected 
— in the battle over the 
measure. 
The California initiative 
could mandate the phasing out 
of all commercial nuclear reac­ 
tors in the state. Nationwide in­ 
terest results from anticipation 
that the outcome might be a 
bellwether for similar initia­ 
tives in other states. 
Proponents view the issue as 
safety: Are atomic reactors too 
risky to live with? Opponents 
see the campaign as the neces­ 
sity of developing electrical 
power in an era when energy 
resources are stretched thin. 
Ralph Nader and a consorti­ 
um of public activist groups 
gathered the half-million signa­ 
tures needed to put the measure 
on the ballot as Proposition 15. 
Through benefit rock concerts, 
garage sales and help from 


Hollywood celebrities, they 
have raised more than $616,000 
for the campaign. 
Nuclear advocates say oppo­ 
nents are exaggerating the 
danger. 
“ The nuclear power industry 
has the best safety record of 
any modern large-scale indus­ 
try, a record so outstanding 
that critics are forced to be 
theoretical and exaggerated,” 
said Westinghouse Corp. Gener­ 
al Manager W. Howard Arnold 
Jr. 
The bulk of the sta te ’s 
business and organized labor 
leaders oppose the measure. 
They warn of power shortages, 
industrial dislocation and job 
losses should it pass. 
Approval of the initiative un­ 
questionably would be a blow to 
an industry already troubled by 
staggering capital costs and 
co m p lex 
te c h n o lo g ic a l 
problems yet unsolved. 


The measure is worded to 
require the legislature, by a 
two-thirds margin, to certify 
the adequacy of reactor safety 
and waste disposal systems. It 
also would require utilities to 
assume full liability for dam­ 
ages in case of a catastrophic 
accident, by either waiving or 
seeking Congressional repeal of 
a federal limit of $560 millior 
per accident.

With 26 p rim aries now 
history in the nation’s longest 
presidential primary season, 
it’s clear the remaining six — 
and particularly the last three 
— will be crucial in determin- 
ing the D em ocratic and 
Republican nominees. 
Neither party will choose 
more than 60 national conven­ 
tion delegates in next Tuesday’s 
three primaries — in Montana, 
Rhode Island and South Dako­ 
ta. The candidates are concen­ 
trating most of their efforts on 
the three contests on “ super 
Tuesday” June 8. 
Those primaries — in New 
Jersey, Ohio and California — 
will deliver some 331 Republi­ 
can and 540 Democratic delega­ 
tes. The Republican nominee 
requires 1,130 votes and the 
Democratic winner 1,505. 
On Wednesday, President 
F o rd , who now h as 794 
delegates, and Ronald Reagan, 
with 640, each predicted first- 
ballot victories at the GOP con­ 
vention. The same confidence 
was expressed by Jim m y 
Carter, who has 881 Democratic 
delegates — nearly three times 
that of Rep. Morris Udall, se­ 
cond with 297. 
Carter picked up two major 
endorsem ents Wednesday, 
from New Y ork M ayor 
Abraham Beame and Illinois 
Gov. Daniel Walker. In return 
for Beame's support, Carter 
said he would push for a federal 
takeover of welfare costs and 
more financial support for New 
York City. 
The Democratic frontrunner 
later said in Trenton, N.J., that 
“ the South would act adversely 
if I were not nominated.” But if 
he loses the nomination, he 
said, he will try to persuade 
Southerners not to regard it as 
“ an act of prejudice.” 
Udall moaned about Church’s 
decision to campaign in Ohio.

OPEC defends right 
to fair oil price 


KUTA BEACH, Bali (UPI) - 
Indonesia’s President Suharto 
opened the three-day confer­ 
ence of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
today by saying the group has 
“ every right” to demand a fair 
price for its oil. 
Oil ministers of the 13 OPEC 
nations have gathered on this 
tropical resort island to decide 
whether to increase the basic 
minimum price of oil from 
$11.51 per barrel when its 
current price freeze expires 
July I. 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Ahmed Zaki Yam ani told 
reporters that Saudi Arabia was 
opposed strongly to any oil 
price increase at this time. 
“ We will oppose any increase 
in prices and we have a strong 
position on that,” Yamani said. 
He added that Saudi Arabia 
wanted the present price freeze 
extended at least until the end 
of 1976. 
Other OPEC members have 
indicated they wanted oil prices 
boosted between five to IO per 
cent. 
Suharto told the delegates 
that member states 'obviously 
do not intend to use oil solely 
for our own interest.” 
“ We are in fact seeking the 
equitable distribution of oil and 
not to create injustice, and we 
have every right to demand a 
reasonable and fair price for 
our oil.” 
Suharto said it was his strong 
belief that the adjustment of oil 
prices to the rate of inflation 
was “only fair and just.” 
He said “ whatever decision 
we adopt here will not only have 
great bearing on the future of 
our people, but it will also in­ 
fluence the growth of other na­ 
tions in general, both advanced 


and developing nations alike.” 
The Indonesian president said 
OPEC members, as developing 
countries themselves, “ should 
remain aware that as oil 
producing and exporting coun­ 
tries we have the responsibility 
toward the welfare of the world 
in general and the fate of the 
developing countries.” 
The OPEC ministers then 
went into closed-door session to 
discuss the price issue. 
Security for the oil ministers 
and delegates was extremely 
tight and journalists entering 
the meeting area were searched 
twice by electronic gear. 


Award refused 
BOSTON (UPI) — Boston 
television anchorman Jack 
Hynes refused to accept 
(MORE) magazine’s Anchor­ 
man of the Y ear Award, 
because “ it is predicated on 
telegenic appearance rather 
than journalistic criteria.”

and from school. David Soule of 
the U.S. Department of Tran­ 
sportation is worried that all 
the drivers may not belong 
behind the wheel. 
“ All states do license school 
bus drivers, but the levels of 
licensing vary considerably 
from just a step above regular 
driver’s licenses to special 
school bus licenses.” he said in 
an interview, 
“ I can’t think of any state 
which doesn’t require a physi­ 
cal examination, though some 
are superficial. 
“ I’ve seen instances where an 
administrator needed a warm 
body, gave him the keys, 
pointed to a bus and told him to 
ask the first kid where to stop.” 
Soule, a 22-year veteran in the 
business of pupil transpor­ 
tation, was concerned with 


school busing long before it 
became a political issue. He 
said the states have not kept up 
with the increase in the number 
of students transported. 
"Years ago, you pretty much 
knew who your driver was,” he 
said “ Today, we don’t know. 
Very few states make finger­ 
print tests. For instance, in 
Michigan we found some people 
who had criminal records but 
came in from other states 
and were given jobs.”

Measure For each four cups of fruit mixture, add 
three cups of sugar and let stand overnight Next day 
add two cups grated or ground coconut. 
Cover and simmer until thick, about two hours Pour 
into sterilized jars or glasses, seal with melted paraf­ 
fin and store in cool. dark place Makes about six 8 oz. 
jars 
Mrs Payne often used crisp winter pears from her 
own orchard and because pineapple, coconut and 
oranges were rare treats to Southern pioneers of IOO 
years ago, this “honey* was served only on special oc­ 
casions.

Seven attend 


Chalk Hill Rd. 
hearing 


With seven people in the 
audience, the County Dept, of 
Transportation conducted a 
public hearing Tuesday night in 
the municipal center of the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District on the design and 
location of a Chalk Hill Road 
im provem ent p ro je c t in 
Solvang. 
Of the seven attending, five 
resided in the affected area. 
Start of construction on the 
project, estimated to cost about 
$220,000 is scheduled next spr­ 
ing, Harold Purdy, chief design 
engineer for the County D of T 
said. Cost of the job will be met 
in large part via a $118,000 
grant from the federal govern­ 
ment. 
During initial community dis­ 
cussions, the project had 
engendered some controversy 
because the design calls for the 
removal of some pine and oak 
trees along the line of improve­ 
ment. 
The project, for which final 
design will now be made, con­ 
sists of widening Chalk Hill 
Road in the north part of 
Solvang to 36 feet of paved 
roadway with curb on the south 
shoulder and curb and gutter on 
the northside. In addition, plans 
call for the creation of a five- 
foot striped bike path in each 
direction of traffic. 
Included in the project plans, 
too, are new entrances at the 
Solvang Lutheran Home and in­ 
tersection of Fredensborg Ca­ 
nyon Road with Chalk Hill 
Road. 


A number of business items 
were considered, however, in­ 
cluding the giving of about $100 
to provide new trees for the 
Santa Ynez community park. 
The group also agreed to 
write Keith Franklin, county 
traffic engineer and head of the 
special lighting districts in the 
county, to ascertain if the 
lumen output of street lights in 
town could be decreased as an 
alternative to shutting off some 
lights in the community. 
The Santa Ynez Lighting 
District, like similar districts 
in the north county, is faced 
with a shortage of tax funds to 
pay the current lighting bill in 
the community. 
SYIA officers felt that a 
decrease in the amount of il­ 
lumination provided at each 
lighting standard would be bet­ 
ter than curtailing some of the 
lights as a means of saving 
power energy expenditures.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Four Northern California coun­ 
ties have granted "informal” 
immunity to Patricia Hearst 
for testim ony against her 
former terrorist companions, it 
was reported today. 
Miss Hearst, convicted of 
armed bank robbery in San 
Francisco and facing other 
charges in Los Angeles, is 
currently undergoing a court- 
ordered psychiatric evaluation 
in the Metropolitan Correc­ 
tional Center at San Diego. 
The San Francisco Chronicle 
quoted "a high federal source” 
as saying authorities in Marin, 
Sacramento, San Francisco and 
Alameda counties had agreed to 
have the newspaper heiress ap­ 
pear in court as a witness 
rather than as a defendant. 
Marin County District Attor­ 
ney Bruce Bales had said in 
April that there would be no 


charges filed against Miss 
Hearst for the August 1974 
bombing of two unoccupied 
sheriff’s patrol cars. Alameda 
County authorities also had con­ 
f i r m e d th a t sh e would 
cooperate in testifying against 
William and Emily Harris, 
charged in her kidnaping on 
Feb. 4, 1974. 
Bales, in announcing the im­ 
munity pledge, had said: "She’s 
been convicted of serious 
federal offenses, and she faces 
serious state charges. It would 
be useless for me to prosecute 
her when it wouldn’t aggravate 
her sentence at all.” 
The newspaper said the pos­ 
sibility of immunity for Miss 
Hearst had since spread to in­ 
clude other counties, thus 
promising to extricate the 22- 
year-old heiress from four or 
five trials in separate Cali­ 
fornia jurisdictions.

MacLeod said during afternoon workouts 
at the Garden Wednesday. 
“ Alvan’s made a great deal of 
progress.

After Game One last Sunday, which 
Phoenix lost 98-87, Adams said: “There 
is nothing I can do about his (Cowens) 
defensive rebounds. I think I am a little 
different center from most of the guys in 
this league. I’m learning things from 
Dave and I think he’s learning things 
from me." 


Adams had eight rebounds in the first 
game to Cowens’ 21. Perry and Heard 
combined for a total of 18. Boston’s other 
big rebounder was forward Paul Silas 
with 14 as the Celts dominated the 
boards, outrebounding the Suns 54-41. 


Celtics veteran forward John Havlicek 
is continuing treatment for an injured 
left foot and is taking it easy during 
workouts — running only a little and con­ 
centrating on his shooting. 


"My chances of starting are more 
favorable now than at any point since 
the second game of the Cleveland series. 
I don’t do any running except in games. 
Just trying to watch my weight,’’ 
Havlicek said. 


MacLeod, who said Boston “flat out­ 
played’’ the Suns Sunday, doesn’t expect 
major strategy changes tonight — just 
improvements in the basics. 


“Down 1-0 is not the ideal situation to 
be in. We’re trying to approach each 
game as the most important ball game. 
Shooting better isn’t the only thing that’ll 
turn it around. 


“We must play better defense, have 
better rebounding and have a better 
recovery on their break," MacLeod said.

Pearson won his sixth consecutive pole 
at Charlotte Motor Speedway with 
Wednesday’s run. He had a speed of 
159.240 mph on his first trip around the 
track and was clocked at 159.019 on the 
second lap. 
Under a new qualifying formula im­ 
plemented for the $249,000 race, the 
average speed for the two laps deter­ 
mines the qualifying speed rather than 
the fastest lap. 
Richard Petty, who won his first race 
at the 1.5-mile trioval in last year’s 
World 600, took the outside front row 
spot in his Dodge at a speed of 158.702 
mph. Petty, stock car racing’s win- 
ningest driver, won $1,000. 
Cale Yarborough qualified third in a 
Chevrolet at 157.968 mph, with Bobby 
Allison fourth in a Mercury at 157.659 
mph. 
Dave Marcis, winner of six pole posi­ 
tions this season, averaged 157.650 mph 
in a Dodge for the fifth starting position,

United Press International 
Ken Brett, who once had a boyhood 
friend deprive him of a no-hitter, pointed 
an accusing finger at the official scorer 
Wednesday night for spoiling his second 
effort at pitching immortality. 
The 27-year-old southpaw of the 
Chicago White Sox, acquired only last 
week from the New York Yankees, lost a 
chance at a no-hitter against the Califor­ 
nia Angels with two outs in the ninth in­ 
ning when Jerry Remy was credited with 
an infield hit on a ball that went under 
the glove of third baseman Jorge Orta 
and into the hole between third and 
short. 
Shortstop Bucky Dent, who was to win 
the game 1-0 in the lith inning with a 
bloop single, fielded the ball after it got 
.by Orta but had no play on Remy. Of­ 
ficial scorer Don Merry of the Long 
Beach Independent flashed the “hit" 
sign on the scoreboard and the crowd of 
6,569 voiced its disapproval. 
“It was really brutal," Brett said of 
the scorer’s decision. “I mean no dis­ 
respect to my third baseman — he tried 
— but if that’s a base hit then I’m a 
bleepity, bleepity bleep. In Chicago that 
would have been an error. I really 
thought I deserved it but there’s nothing 
I can do about it. Screaming won’t bring 
it back." 
Merry saw the play differently. He 
said he wouldn’t feel right giving an 
error to Orta when the White Sox’ third 
baseman never touched the ball. 
“Orta was in on the grass," said 
Merry. “He had four steps to go to his 
left. He made an effort and just didn’t 
get it. Considering the circumstances, 
you’ve got to be fair. It was a tough cir­ 
cumstance. I would have liked to score a 
no-hitter as much as anyone. There was 
never any doubt in my mind. A hit is a 
hit.’’

“Kaat got me throwing between 
starts," Carlton said Wednesday night 
after pitching a three-hitter that gave 
the Philadelphia Phillies a 5-0 victory 
over the New York Mets and raised his 
record to 5-1.

Ex-grouch Grote now hitting, meditating

NEW YORK (UPI) — Nobody ever crowded 
Jerry Grote. Everybody always gave him plenty of 
room. He was one of those sullen, unsociable 
citizens who preferred his own private company 
and wouldn't hesitate to let you know it. 
Now everybody says he’s a completely different 
Jerry Grote, turned around 360 degrees from what 
he used to be. This absolute about-face to closely 
tied in with a philosophic doctrine known as 
transcendental meditation. 
“I notice I’m easier to get along with,” Grote 
says, honestly, and not in any wise guy way. 
“He smiles more and he’s more out-going," con­ 
firms Ed Kranepool, who has had the locker next to 
Grote’s in the New York Mets’ clubhouse now for 
the past eight years. “He and I have always gotten 
along fine but I know a lotta people sort of felt he 
was cold and distant." 
Along with everything else, Grote has become a 


much better hitter. Owner of a relatively modest 
.248 lifetime average, he never has hit .300 since 
first coming to the majors 13 years ago. Last year, 
though, he reached a career-high .295 and now he’s 
batting a solid 320 and never striking out anymore. 
“I guess I’ve finally learned to hit,” says the 
Mets’ 33-year-old Texas-born receiver. “ I’ve 
learned to use the field. No one puts a shift on me. 
They know I’U drive the ball through the hole. I 
think the big thing is that I can sit and wait for my 
pitch now ami as a result I’m getting good pitches. ’ 
Grote says Phil Cavarretta, the Mets’ batting in­ 
structor, has been a big help. 
“I told him ‘the minute you notice something, tell 
me. Don’t hang back.’’’ 
Changing roommates has made a difference also, 
Grote thinks 
“Last year for the first time I roomed with a 
regular, Del Unser," explains the Mets’ catcher “I 
think that definitely helped. Before that, I had 


always roomed with pitchers like Nolan Ryan and 
Jon Mattock and I got into the habit of talking 
defense. With Del, though, we both talk offense." 
Another subject Grote and Unser have in com­ 
mon is transcendental meditation. Both practice it 
every day and Grote insists it has helped him enor­ 
mously. 
“You are given a certain word during your in­ 
struction course," Grote explains the exercise. “It 
can be a complete nonsensical word that doesn’t 
mean anything You repeat it to yourself with your 
eyes closed and it helps you relax and get rid of 
stress. It’s a form of meditation and you’d be sur­ 
prised how it’s like an instant seven or eight hours 
sleep. I try to do it twice a day, maybe for 15 
minutes before game time and IO minutes or so 
after the game My wife and I both started on 
TM—that’s what it’s called—in August of 1974. I ll 
tell you this about it, too: Because of it, my wife 
and I probably are more in love, closer, and more 


dependent on each other than we’ve ever been in 13 
years of marriage." 
The best catcher in the game today is Cincinnati’s 
Johnny Bench, but lf you ask him whom he likes 
behind the plate, he says Jerry Grote. Nobody plays 
harder or is more intense once he puts his uniform 
on. In the past Grote has said, “I don’t go on the 
field to win friends. I go out there to win ball 
games " 
Now he actually jokes and kids around 
sometimes, even with Tom Seaver, who some mis­ 
takenly believed he couldn’t get along with and 
didn’t like. 
Earlier this year, Seaver was posing for a 
photographer holding the three Cy Young Awards 
he had won. Grote happened to pass by and see him 
“Hey," he said to Seaver, “you’d better start 
treating me a little nicer if you want another one." 
For Bob Hope that may not be such a big joke. 
For Jerrv Grote, though, it is. 


A. Yeah, even pudgy Bob Murphy was 
a pretty fair baseball player before he 
found out he could get a clubhead past his 
girth. But my basic thesis deals with 
the demands of the game. I don’t think it 
requires the athletic ability of, say, ten­ 
nis — while recognizing that golf is a 
more exacting game and it doesn’t hurt 
to be physically fit (i.e. Gary Player). 


Q. In your own opinion, who was the 
best guard in the NBA among these three 
names: Jerry West, Oscar Robertson, 
Walt Frazier? Also does a basketball 
player who retires, like Jerry West, get a 
retirement check? Also how many points 
did Jerry West score in his years in the 
NBA? - YNI W.F. Kerr, Alameda, 
Calif. 
A. You’re asking me to make a tough 
choice. I think I have to go with 
Robertson for one season, though during 
the course of his career, West was more 
consistent both offensively and defen­ 
sively. Jerry ended his career with 25,192 
points, behind Wilt Chamberlain and the 
Big O (Hi the all-time list. He will get a 
pension, at whatever age he chooses to 
exercise it. 


Q. Who are pro golf’s millionaires, and 
how many years did it take to get the 
first million? — Jim Howell, Walnut 
Creek, Calif. 
A. There are eight golfers whose 
career earnings so far, have topped 
$1,000,000: Jack Nicklaus, Arnold 
Palmer. Bill Casper, Lee Trevino, Bruce 
Crampton, Gary Player, Gene Littler 
and Tom Weiskopf. Hie first ever was 
Arnold Palmer, who won $145 in the 1955 
Fort Wayne Open and 13 years and 368 
tournaments later topped the million 
mark on July 21, 1968, by finishing se­ 
cond in the PCA. Nicklaus is the only one 
past the $2 million mark. 


Q. Did Mo Udall ever play professional 
basketball? — T.P., Kew Gardens, L.I. 
A. The lanky presidential aspirant was 
with the Denver Nuggets of the now 
defunct National Basketball League in 
1948-’49. The Nuggest came into the NBA 
fold the next year, but Mo didn’t come 
along. He also had previously played 
AAU basketball. 


Q. Was the three-second lane in basket­ 
ball widened because of Bill Russell or 
Wilt Chamberlain? — Walter Champion, 
Oakland, Calif. 
A. Neither was initially responsible. 
The tone was first widened during the 
George Mikan era with the Minneapolis 
Lakers in the tote 1940s because the big 
center dominated the game with his bulk 
around the basket. It went from six to 12 
feet. It later was further widened from 
12 to 16 feet when the “dribble brains" as 
the owners were called — became con­ 
cerned about Wilt Chmbertoin’s prowess 
inside. 


Q. How’s your detective work? 
Whatever happened to Keith Lincoln, the 
former glamor boy of the old American 
Football League? — Keith Jensen, South 
Lake Tahoe, Calif. 
The halfback star of the San Diego 
Chargers (he quit after ’68) is back in his 
familiar Pacific Northwest, affiliated 
with the athletic department at 
Washington State, his alma mater. He 
also has business interests in Coeur 
d’Alene, Idaho. 


Parting shot: 
No matter what happens on the field, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers can never be 
losers. Their 12,000 advance season 
ticket sale means $4 million in the till 
before the first ball is ever thrown, 
drawing interest during the season at the 
rate of $1,500 a day.

Last Thursday saw probably 
the best day in halibut fishing

The largest was a monster 
that weighed in at 63 pounds, 9 
ounces, and is a record- 
breaking fish . However, 
although there were enough 
people on hand to witness the 
weigh-in, there was some ques­ 
tion as to the accuracy of the 
scales. The record w ill 
probably go down with an 
asterisk. 
Rock cod fishing out of Sea 
Landing is still good but salmon 
are very sparse. They are still 
taking weekly trips to Naples 
Reef for calico bass and on 
their last trip they got 170. 


Port San Luis Sportfishing 
w ill offer a half-day special 
starting Monday. The deal is 18 
for adults and teens, and 85 
for 
kids 
between 
the 
ages of seven and 12. No one 
younger than seven w ill be 
allowed to go. Hie boat leaves 
at 6:30 a.m. and returns at 
ll :30. Reservations are a must. 


A question often asked among 
fishermen is the difference 
between a silver, or Coho 
salmon, as it is called in the 
north, and the chinook or king 
salmon. 
The silver has spots on the up­ 
per half of its tail and a white 
gumline in a black mouth, while 
the chinook has spots all over 
the tail with a black gumline 
and a black mouth. 


With the weather starting to 
warm up, so is the freshwater 
fishing picture. The best bet 
locally is Lake Cachuma, with 
a ll species in the lake 
catchable. 
The trout fishing there would 
have to be rated as excellent. 
Rainbows averaging one and a 
half pounds and going as hif$ as 
five are being caught bait 
fishing with cheese or salmon 
eggs in nearly all parts of the 
lake, but particularly in Little 
Cachuma, Cachuma Point, and 
the area known as “ the cistern” 
about 35 to 60 feet deep. 
Trollers are few, but those 
who do go out are having con­ 
siderable success using 
needlefish and repalla lures in 
the top 20 feet of water. 
Rate the bass fishing as fair 
to good with most success in the 
morning hours, six to nine. 
Here again repalla lures work 
excellent in shallow water 
about IO feet. Night crawlers 
have also had some luck. 
Blue gill and redear are being 
hooked around the island and in 
the narrows using any kind of 
worms in the top IS feet. 
Catfishing is good in the early 


morning and late evening and 
the hot weather w ill even bring 
better fishing for cats. Right 
now the only bait that seems to 
work is cut mackerel, fishing 
near the log boom at the far 
east end of the lake. 
To the north, Lopez Lake is 
scheduled for a trout plant 
tomorrow with a bunch of half- 
pound rainbows being trucked 
in. 
The only sure thing at Lopez 
right now is bluegill that are 
almost jumping onto your 
stringer. 


A portion of Camp Roberts 
will be open for deer hunting for 
a limited number of hunters 
during August this year, ac­ 
cording to Colonel Glenn E.

SAN FRANCISCO (U H ) - 
Bespectacled Gary Lavelle 
isn’t happy with the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants’ early season play, 
but, nonetheless, it has given 
him a chance to become the 
prem ier relief pitcher in 
baseball. 
The lefthander had a spar­ 
kling 0.92 earned run average 
by May 26, the best in the major 
leagues and a record even more 
noteworthy considering the San 
Francisco pitching staff had 
only one complete game vic­ 
tory, by John Montefusco. 
At that point in the young 
campaign, Lavelle had taken 
part in 12 of the Giants’ 14 vic­ 
tories. He had a 2-1 record in 39 
innings of work during which 


time he permitted only four 
earned runs. 
But Lavelle confided recently 
that while buried in the Giants’ 
minor league system a few 
years ago, he came dangerous­ 
ly close to turning in his un­ 
iform for a regular 9-to-5 job. 
A number of times during 
seemingly long and sometimes 
dreary summer days, Lavelle 
wondered if he had made the 
right choice in deciding to be a 
pitcher. His overall record at 
the time wasn’t all that hot, 
either. 
As it turned out, he toiled for 
eight seasons in Ute Giants’ 
system before being promoted 
to the big club at the tail end of 
the 1974 season. 


“ I was beginning to think I ’d 
never get a chance with the big 
club,” he recalled. “ Even dur­ 
ing my three years at Phoenix 
(the Giants’ top minor league 
affiliate), I kept noticing the 
Giants often didn’t have a left­ 
handed reliever. I guess that 
kept my hopes up. But, you 
know, every spring they sent 
me back down. 


“ At one time, I really did con­ 
sider retiring. I thought I was 
going to be stuck at the Triple-A 
level so I did some serious soul­ 
searching.” 


But before he could reach a 
decision, the Giants called him 
up. Working strictly in relief, 
he appeared in IO games and 
finished with an impressive 2.12 
earned run average, although 
his record was 0-2. 
“ I don’t know who it was that 
spoke up for me, but I think it 
was Andy Gilbert (coach with 
the Giants),” Lavelle said. “ I 
had pitched for him when he 
managed in the minors. 


“ Needless to say, I was very 
surprised and extremely hap­

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Recently my husband put his 
ballpoint pen in the pocket of his good beige shirt, and 
the ink stained the entire pocket area. I washed it im­ 
mediately, but the stain does not budge from this cotton 
and polyester material. Do you have any ideas? 
-JEAN. 
DEAR JEAN — This question has been asked and 
answered many times but the problem still occurs, so 
here we go again. Laundering sets some stains and 
makes them harder to remove. Ordinary hair spray is 
most successful for removing ballpoint ink stains. 
Saturate slain, let dry and then launder. Repeat if 
accessary. —POLLY 


DEAR TOLLY — One of my Pet Peeves concerns the cor­ 
rect spelling of the word ’yolk’’ as in egg yolk. Even in 
newspaper recipes I have seen this word spelled by food 
editors “yoke” and this is definitely wrong and gives a 
different meaning to the word altogether —GAYNELLE. 
DEAR POLLY — Tell Ann who has pests in her cereal, 
flour, etc. — A wonderful grocery man told me to use plain 
baking soda. I was stunned but it worked. I had gotten some 
flour with these pests in it and frantically did everything, but 
then I sprinkled soda on my cabinet tops and let these little 
pests crawl in it. It worked. Now all my shelves have soda 
sprinkled on them. —POLLY H. 
DEAR TOLLY — I want to tell Ann and the other readers 
that I put sticks of spearmint chewing gum in my flour 
canisters, on cupboard shelves, etc., to keep the bugs away. 
Whenever it loses its fragrance I put in fresh gum. Ann should 
thoroughly clean her shelves and containers to get rid of the 
pests there, and always reach to the back of the grocery 
shelves to get fresh packages when she shops. I do keep corn 
meal and chili powder in my deep freeze, since we do not use 
them up in a hurry A school cook gave me this hint 
-ANOTHER SCHOOL COOK. 
DEAR TOLLY — I keep my cupboards free of bugs by lining 
my shelves with newspapers. They will not travel from one 
container to another because of the newsprint. —MARY D. 
DEAR TOLLY — Save cg* shells and egg cartons for spring 
planting. Fill the empty egg shells with packaged soil or 
carefully sifted garden soil Drop a seed in each shell and 
water lightly with a spray bottle. Put carton filled with these 
shells in the sun and keep turning so the seedlings grow 
straight. When the second set of leaves appear, they are ready 
to transplant. Remove shell from seedling, crumble shell and 
drop in the bole where you place the plant so it serves as fer­ 
tilizer. This is good for beans, peas and lettuce as well as 
marigolds, zinnias and nasturtiums. —JENNY

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Modern-day Dreyfus? 


WASHINGTON - The Army supped a 
military promotion list past President 
Ford last year without telling him it was 
engineered by cantankerous old Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C., as part of a 
personal vendetta. 
The unwitting Ford let the dubious 
document go through even though three 
days earlier he had 
signed a legitimate 
promotion list and had 
ordered it sent to the 
Senate. 
There is evidence 
that the President was 
the victim of some 
sleight-of-hand, 
in­ 
volving fancy razor- 
blade work by the 
Army on presidential 
documents and an 
erased date on the 
promotion papers. 
Indeed, White House records may ac 
tually have been faked. 
The Defense Department began an in­ 
vestigation of the bizarre case only to 
have it quietly quashed, say our sources. 
The Justice Department also started an 
investigation that has gotten nowhere. 
Thurmond has a strong whip hand owir 
both the Army and Justice, ifs worth 
noting, as a power on the Senate commit­ 
tees that oversee the two departments. 
The events that led to the document 
tampering began as an exercise in Pen­ 
tagon politics. A brilliant young lieute­ 
nant colonel, Wilfred Ebel, became a 
leading contender to head the 100,000- 
strong Reserve Officers Association 
Stern old Strom, a past president of the 
association, looked upon it as his private 
preserve. 
He fully intended to install his own 
protege, a lackluster World War II 
crony, Maj. Gen. Milnor Roberts, as the 
new president. 
But the 44-year-old Ebel had an 
awesome record, complete with medals 
and citations for “tremendous service” 
and “personal integrity.*’ His name was 
also one of the 406 on a promotion list 
that had been drawn up by the Army’s 
most respected officers. It had been ap­ 
proved by the Pentagon and, on Jan. 14, 
1975, had been signed by President Ford. 
A Pentagon memo adds that Ford had 
“forwarded (it) to the Senate on 15 
January 1975.” 


dent that the vengeful Strom was behind 
the eleventh-hour move. 
Instead, Callaway simply sent Ford a 
new promotion list. Incredibly, Ebel s 
name had been cut out with a razor 
blade. Then the sheet had been Xeroxed 
to make it look like Ebel’s name had 
never been on the list at all. 
The razor-blade artistry aroused the 
suspicion of Army Adjutant General 
Verne Bowers, who questioned the ac­ 
tion. According to classified testimony 
taken by the Army inspector general, 
“General Bowers expressed some reser­ 
vations about removing the name from 
the promotion list. He wanted to make 
sure it was the Secretary of the Army 
that was directing this and not someone 
using his name.” 
Bowers withdrew his objections only 
after verifying that the orders had been 
issued by Callaway personally. Tile new 
list was then sent to the White House, 
which forwarded it to the Senate. But our 
investigation has raised still other ques­ 
tions about the case, with Watergate 
overtones. 
For instance, the documents sent to 
the Senate are highly unorthodox. The 
final page of the new list is fine bond 
paper, with Gerald Ford’s signature. But 
the sheets on top, one of which contains 
the Xerox sheet with Ebel’s name 
razored out, are all Xerox paper. No 
other Army nomination papers are this 
mix of good bond and crude paper. 
The possibility that Ford never actual­ 
ly signed the final promotion list but that 
his signature was simply attached to it is 
heightened by the fact that the bond- 
paper nominations are prepared in St. 
Louis on a special typewriter. It is dif­ 
ficult to see how a new last page could 
have been typed up in three days in St. 
Louis and sent to the White House. 
If the last page had been prepared in 
St. Louis, why weren’t the other pages 
also typed up, too? What appears to have 
happened, despite White House denials, 
is that the final page from the first list 
was used and the new list, excluding 
Ebel’s name, was stapled on top. Tliis 
would mean, according to Ebel’s lawyer, 
former Pentagon Assistant General 
Counsel Frank Bartimo, that Ford never 
actually signed a list without Ebel’s 
name on it.

NEW YORK - This bankrupt city is 
spending $3 million to house the 
Democratic national convention which 
opens here in July, less than two m(Kiths 
away. The latest primaries may well 
determine whether the convention will 
be an open one — or even possibly a 
brokered one. 
Before Maryland 
and Michigan it had 
seemed a fairly sure 
thing that Jimm y 
Carter would roll 
through to a first- 
ballot nomination. 
This is the claim he 
continues to make, 
backed by what he 
says is his present 
score of 900 delegates. 
A fter 
a ll,

delegates that count 
rather than the pop­ 
ularity contests. 
But California Gov. Jerry Brown won 
the popularity contest in Maryland, and » 
what his game will be from here on out is 
far from clear. Is he to be a spoiler help­ 
ing to insure a long hassle in the conven­ 
tion? And are the forces behind him 
those who want a brokered convention 
with Sen. Hubert Humphrey emerging 
out of the smoke of battle as the party’s 
choice? 
Carter attacked Brown as being the 
choice of the bosses in Maryland. Cer­ 
tainly he had the support of Gov. Marvin 
Mandel and the heads of organized labor. 
But the outcome showed that his 
strength cut across the board in cities, 
towns and country, all except in the 
small villages. 
Brown is on the ballot in only two other 
states, Nevada and his own California. 
The primary in his home base or. June 8 
is almost certain to bring him the 
winner-take-all harvest of 167 ballots. 
That is an impressive total but it will 
hardly be enough in and of itself to stop 
Carter. 
Carter noted in the wake of his narrow 
win over Mo Udall that the other can­ 
didates were ganging up against him on a 
state-by-state basis in a way he could not 
match Thus Sen Frank Church spent ll 
days of in ten siv e handshaking 
throughout Michigan to emerge with 
fewer than 3,000 votes behind Carter. 
Oregon, where Church is concentrating, 
will be another test. 
The 30 primaries, in fact, are ideally 
designed to bring about the kind of 
fragmentation that can make the con­ 
vention a shambles. And the choice of 
New York as the convention city seems 
more and more dubious. 
With a current strike by building 
maintenance workers, great mounds of 
garbage are now piled up outside the lux­ 
ury apartments on the East Side. A tran­ 
sit strike timed for the opening of the 
convention has been narrowly averted. 
State Democratic Chairman Patrick J. 
Cunningham has been charged with sell­ 
ing judgeships in the Bronx and is 
fighting a running battle with Special 
State Prosecutor Maurice Nadjari to 


prevent the subpoena of the records of 
his law firm. Gov. Hugh Carey has been 
busy trying to parcel out to others some 
of Cunningham’s official duties. 
The Senate Banking Committee in 
Washington has urged the federal 
government to seriously consider ending 
the $2.3 billion annual loans to the city — 
a move that would, push the city over the 
brink — unless Mayor Abraham Beame 
holds to a wage freeze and takes other 
financially sound steps, such as ending 
rent control. 
The ghosts of the past will also haunt 
this convention. The last time the 
Democrats met here was in 1924 in a 
Madison Square Garden of great 
architectural distinction that has long 
since been torn down. That convention, 
its origins and its afterm ath, is 
described in one of the ablest pieces of 
political writing to appear in a long time. 


Robert K. Murray’s “The 103rd Ballot” 
tells the story of that marathon, which 
ended with the choice of John W. Da’is, 
a Wall Street lawyer, (Hi the 103rd ballot. 
Nothing quite so lunatic can happen 
again since many of the farcical 
characters have passed into oblivion 
along with the old Garden. Fragmenta­ 
tion and a number of ballots could, 
however, have something of the same 
result, ending with a choice that weary 
delegates would agree on regardless of 
the outcome in November. 
Whatever else one may say of Hubert 
Humphrey and his ambitions, he has a 
shrewd understanding of the forces 
within his party. As he almost invariably 
says when talking privately about what 
can happen in July, “Never forget we 
have a remarkable capacity for 
snatching defeat from the jaws of vic­ 
tory.”

1. If, indeed, 80% of the use is from 
outside Santa Barbara County and we at­ 
tempt to make the out-of-county users 
pay for the entire support of our parks — 
is it not only fair to expect the other 
counties to make us pay for the entire 
support of their parks when we use 
them? 
2. How are we to “compensate” the 
20% of the Santa Barbara County tax­ 
payers who use Santa Barbara County 
Parks? For they not only support the 
parks from County taxes, but now are ex­ 
pected to pay for the entire support of 
the parks from use fees also. (Double 
Payments)! 
3. How do we justify use fees that ex­ 
ceed those of the surrounding commer­ 
cial parks by 2 to I when we don’t 
provide anywhere near the equivalent 
services? 
4. How do we justify an additional in­ 
crease of 33Vfa% after we just had an in­ 
crease of 50% within the last six months? 
5. Where has all the monies, collected 
thus far from use fees, GONE7 (Into the 
general fund — never to be seen again?)
